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OBSERVATIONS REGARDING THE TABLES 

Table I shows the school costs for the year including 
the fact that the per pupil cost has again been kept low. The 
higher costs for Haiti, Mill Village and Post Schools are 
due to transportation of pupils and repairs made to the 
buildings. 

Table II shows the enrollment for the past five years 
compared with the present year. You will note the large 
decrease in enrollment at Center Rutland and the present 
tendency to increase in enrollment at that school. As the 
enrollment at that school approaches one hundred pupils 
again another teacher should be added. The three rooms 
operated are practically filled to capacity at present. 

Table III shows that the achievement of the pupils as 
measured by achievement tests has steadily improved, es- 
pecially since the introduction of the present school prac- 
tices and techniques. 

Table IV is an average of the results of three vocabu- 
lary lists on railroads, water, and the solar system made up 
from terms used in activities projects carried on in some 
schoolroom in this supervisory district. The results indi- 
cate quite clearly that the schools doing more activities 
work give to their pupils more vivid understanding of the 
affairs of nature and life. Your schools will probably in- 
crease the amount of activities carried on, including neces- 
sary field trips to observe things in nature and in industry 
as they really are in life. The development of an active 
spirit of democracy and an understanding of the results of 
the democratic way of life can be illustrated to the pupils 
better thru an activities program than in any way of which 
I am aware. 


REPAIRS 

The improvements made at Cheney Hill and at Dyer 
School during the year are quite extensive and much ap- 
preciated. Dyer School has an added basement, classroom, 
water system with flush toilets, and new heating system. 
These bring the building again up to a high standard of usa- 
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bility. The pupil achievement will undoubtedly reflect the 
benefits of two teachers with this group of children together 
with the benefit of room in which to do school work in a 
modem way under modern conditions. This work is not 
completely paid for, $350.00 remaining to be paid on the 
heating system. A small amount of minor equipment must 
be added. 

At Cheney Hill the repair of the woodshed, connecting 
same to the school building, was a much needed improve- 
ment. The interior paint adds to the attractiveness of the 
room. This school, if it is to be left at its present site should 
have additional playground and running water as well as an 
addition to the building which could serve as a stage, work 
room and library with possibly a kitchenette for preparing 
warm lunches and for use at community gatherings. 

Haiti School has been badly overcrowded for some 
years. Even after transferring several children to Center 
Rutland there is not adequate room in the building for car- 
rying on a modern school room program with the remainder. 

A rather complete renovation of the building is needed. 

The interior of the school at Mill Village is greatly in 
need of a coat of paint. 

Curtains are needed at Center Rutland and the grounds 
in front of Center Rutland building should be improved by 
grading with soil and establishing a grass plot the full 
length of the building. The Center Rutland Parent-Teacher 
Association made an outstanding contribution when they 
added the very modern kitchen and kitchen equipment, in- • 

eluding gas range and gas water heater at the Center Rut- 
land School. 

Not all of these matters can be cared for in one year, * 

but the Board should decide which are most needed and 
take care of the most pressing needs first. I would suggest 
Haiti School as being in the greatest present need of renova- 
tion, with Cheney Hill School a close second. 

Facilities for visual instruction thru moving pictures 
should be provided. All the Parent-Teacher Associations co- 
operating with the School Board could probably raise the 
required amount of money in a short time. This method has 
been used in many places. 
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I wish to express my appreciation of the efforts of the 
teachers to improve the instruction, for it is they in the 
final analysis who make the schools function well or poorly ; 
of the willingness of the School Directors to make building 
improvements; and of the Parent-Teacher Associations in 
providing the means and the morale for better school con- 
ditions in general.
